Foꝛ if Pꝛieſtes wanted, the people 
fo; default of knowledge of Gods word, 
would were wilde in vices , and ſo die 
ghoſtly. And were not knighthoode,and 
to rule the people by lawe and har - 
incſle : thaucs 4 enemies would ſo en- 
creaſe, that no man could liue in peace. 
And but fo: Labourers , both Pꝛieſtes 
and knights muſt berome Artificers, 
Plowmen, and Veardes : 02 clſe muſt 
fo; default of bodily ſuſtenauncc die. 

And therefoze ſayth the great Clarke 
Auicenna , That verie bnreaſonable 
beaft,if it haue that, that nature 4 kinde 
bath ozdaincd fo2 it, as kinde giueth it. 
is ſufficient to liue by bunſelfe, without | 
any belpe of other of the ſame kinde. As | 
if there were but one hozſe, oꝛ one ſhape |

Thy Father in bis la davcs,put vpon 
vs a great charge, wee deſire thee that 
thou wouldeſt make it lighter, and wee 
will ſerue thee . The King aſked couns 
ſcll ofthe elder wiſe men, which aduiſed 
bym to aunſwere them fayze, and that 
ſhonld be beſt, But be foz\ake theſe wile 
mens counſels, and dpd after Chyldzen, 
that were bis play-fcllowes, and ſapd to 
the people when they came againe: My 
leaſt finger is bigger then my Fathers 
ridge bone: My Father greeued you 
ſome-what, but J will adde moze ther - 
to, The people hearing this, rebelled a⸗ 
gainſt bym, t tooke them another King: 
and ſithens that time, came never the 
kingdome whole againe. Uiherfoze it 
is good fo Rulers to tale ſober counſel, 
and to eſchew care-rounders,x alwayes 
to 


in his cauſe, that hee may haue the ende 
that be deſpꝛeth.

But 
it is to be feared, that many fare as the 
two falſe Judges, that would haue dams 
ned to death the holy dutanna, foz that 
ſhee would not conſent vnto the pz leche / 
rie.Of the which it is wzitten, they tur- 
ned away they; eyes, fo; that they wold 
not ſx heauen, noz haue minde of right 
judgement. And lo it foztuned oft, that 
they which are moze waztby to be han⸗ 
ged, damne them that be leſe woozthy. 

As a Clarke telleth of Socrates the Phi-

thꝛiſe pzaied God that it ſhonld go from 
mee.
